thotisand gravtis are luarked with the ;><id- 
dMt of all inscriptions— unknown. 

We meet today witli the consolation that 
tbe nation was saved and preserved by the 
valor of these men, and we feel exaulted by 
their achlevemeuM and rstMMNtsd by 
Hxeir life's blood. 

Commander Palmer stated that dur- 
ing his otEcial term he had visited twen- 
ty-five departments, attended numerous 
reunions and public gatherings, requir- 
ing months of time and laUir, and trav- 
Mtd nairiy 60,000 miles in attendins to 
the dutiee of his office. He had been 
greatly aided in his difficult task of gov- 
erning nearly half a million men and 
settling various disputed questions by 
the efficient and generous support given 
him by the memwrs of his staff. E!very- 
where he has found the greatest interest 
and enthusiasm for the welfare of tbe 
order. 

A statement wan made by Com- 
mander Palmer in regard to the differ- 
ences existing in the department of 
Louisiana anu Mississippi between the 
white and colored posts and the action 
in the matter which was taken, he said, 
without either feeling, fear, or preju- 
dice. Tho department bad been reor- 
ganized and was represented today in 
the national encampment by a full dele- 
oration, who speak for all the comrades 
m the department, regardless of color 
or nationality, with the gratifying 
a.ssurance that there are no contests ex- 
cept the contest to see who can best 
serve the interests of the order. 

References wero made to the bene- 
ficent work done by tlio loynl women 
for the needy veterans and their fam- 
ilies, to tin - Sons of Veterans' organiza- 
tion, which, Commander Palmer said, 
deserve tlie cordial supi»irt of every 
memlx>r of the tirand Army of the Re- 
public, to the Memorial Day and its 
beautiful and touching ceremony. 

In 6i)eaking of pensions he declared 
that the disability bill of June 27, IBUO, 
was so munificent in its scope, providing 
pensions to all honorably discharged sol- 
diers suffering from mental or physical 
disabilities, and recognizing the service 
of a class who by lapse of nme were un- 
able to furnish the testimony of their 
c iiinradee as to the origin of their disa- 
bilities, requiring only the certificate of 
a physician and the examination by a 
pension board that no additional legisla- 
tion was sought by the last national en- 
campment. The pension committee had 
endeavored to have corrected certain in- 
equalities in the ratings which were not 
commensurate with existing disabilities 
from which many comrades are PulTer- 
ing. 

Commander Palmer described the 
steps taken to hasten the completion of 
the Grant tomb. In reference to the 
Grant cottage, now in the possession of 
the G. A. R., he stated that a patriotic 
citizen had offered i|5,U00 toward a per- 
manent fund for the care of this nis- 
toric building. 

It was urged that the committee ap- 
pointed to protect the rights of the*war 
veterans to government employ in pref- 
erence to others be continu&d, and that 
the Q. A. K. cordially support the pro- 
ject to have tbe national school demon- 
Rtrution at the world's fair under the di* 
rect patronage of the order. Oommnnd- 
er Palmer closed hy saying: 

As I lay down the trust so unanimously 
conferred npon me at Detroit, I desire to 
extend U) members of. my staff my grateful 
acknowledgements for the cordial support 
given me during my term of oflloB. To 
them I am deeply indebted for the measure 
of sncceas which marks the administration 
of the affairs committed to my charge, and 
I want to extend to all my comrades my 
bearttelt thanks for the kindness I have 
TCodved at their hands everywhere. I have 
had bat one object in view; to discharge 
tbe dutiee of my office with all the fidelity 
God has given me. If I have succeeded in 
meetiiig your expectations, and have mer- 
ited the confidence reepond - in me. 
I akaU fsel amply rewarded for 
the ysarof time ana energy I have 
devoted to your interests; and as I Ire- 
turn to the ranks to mingle with vou, my 
comrades, in tbe work thatisstiu befmre 
us, it will be my ambition at all times to 
do my fi^l share for the future progress 
aud prosperity of our grand onler.

Two lfiiiiilr«il Men Out AlonK tho lliir- 
lington Ritute. 

Cedar Bapids, la., Sept. 21.— Prompt- 
ly at 10 o'clock yesterday morning every 

operator an<l dispatcher on the Burling- 
ton, Cedar r.apids and Northern railway 
with one excejition. rtbotit I'Od men, went 
on strike for.lii^'lier wattes ;ind to seetire 
the adjustment of other (^'riovaint-s. 
The superintendent of tlie r iilway Tues- 
day refuseil lo accept tho schedule Jire- 
sented by tin' grio\aneo coiniiiitlei- of 
the < 'perati iv-. 

The strike was for u general increase 
of !*1() jier month for each man. When 
the parley between tho men and the 
company began, several weeks ago, the 
train disjia'. diers did not join in the 
general deieanil, but yestenlay morniiiL; 
with one exception, they ji.ined tho 
strikers. Tlie strikt* involves almost ail 
of tlie ojierators and iiiaiiy of the a;,'ents 
on the line. The agents who remained 
loyal to the company will keep tin- 
trains nioviiisr. In anticipation of the 
strike. Sn|ieiinteiident Williams began 
some days aj-oj the work of securing 
agents and oiier.'itors, and it is thought 
that .-ill iilai e will soon be tilled. 

Tliere are no indications of other or- 
gani/ations becoming involved, but 
what comiilications may ahs(< before f he 
struggle is over can not be foretold at 
this time. Cletieral Snperiiiteiident 
Williams said litst night: ".\s soon as 
we K'et our breath we will be all right. 
The ojierators h;ivo grounded tho wires, 
and It is diiiicult for us to get commu- 
nication with points along the road, for 
the op 'rators break in and interfere 
with the men who do w.iiit to work. 
Our special trains are now out with men 
to take elia;>;e of stations and property 
now in the hands of the strikers."

Freight and Express Train 
Crash Togethsr. 

FIFTEEN FEOPI.E KILLED. 



Five Otiiprt Sprloiiitl.v Iii.|iir< •! - -Tli*. Wreck 
Catches Fir* and Five I>NM«iigrr C'oa«hM 
and Fiva Freight Cars Are CoBMned. 

PiTTsm-RO, Sept. 21.— Fifteen people 
were killed and five injure<l, fivepassen* 
ger coaches burned up, two engines and 
five freight cars demolished in a terrible 
head-on collision at Shreve, 0., on the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
railroad about 3 o'clock \Ve(lne^d!iy 
morning. The colliding; trains were 
section No. 1, of freight train No. 75, 
and express train No. 8, due in Pitts- 
burg from Chicago at 8 o'clock. The 
cause was the neglect of orders npon tha 
part of the freight crew. Details of tha 
accident were meager and local olBdala 
of tho r.iilmad company coold OOly glva 
out a general statement. 

From the bitter source it was learned 
that the limited mail No. 8 was speed- 
ing past Shreve with a supposed dear 
track. The freight had been wderad to 
lay on a siding at Wooster to allow the 
express fi' jiass. For some rea.son the 
oriler w:is disregarded and the freight 
pulled out and was under full headway 
when the tlash of the headlights was the 
first warning received by the enginasn, 
who simoltaneously reversed their 
gines. 

This was too late, and the huge en- 
sines plunged into each other inmost at 
fall speed. The crash waa terrible as 
the trains came toaether. The enginea 
reared high from tne track, while thair 
momentum drove them fairly throngh 
each other, and than with the hissing 
steam and acalding water pouring from 
every seam and rivet they fell into tha 
ditch alongside tha traok. The liraight 
cars telescoped ona another until littla 
but a jumble of wood and f -9n re- 
mained. 

The panic*striken passengers, braised 
and sttmned, were thrown from thair 
berths and seats. With the first craah 
the lives of the doomed went out. 

The postal car caught lire and spread 
rapidly to the two express cars, bagsasa 
car, smoker and end coach. Tha msnt 
was pitchy dark, but the hornola 
spectacle was illumined with the bril- 
liant i^are from tha rapidlv bamimr 
oars. The bodies of soma of the dead 
were consumed.

The acddent occnrred about two milea 
from the village of Shreve, but the 
country folk, trainmen and passengers 
at once set aboat the work of rescuing 
those imprisoned in tbe wrecked 
coaches. A messenger was dispatched 
to Shreve for a ss i s t ance, and from that 
point word was sent to the railway 
officials. 

As soon as the remains of the dead 
were carried out and the injured^ and 
imprisoned passengers were in places of 
safety attention was given to prevent- 
ing the flames from spreading to the 
niaining coaches and sleeping cars. By 
this time a wrecking train had arrived, 
and everything possible for thevlctima 
of the acddisnt was promptly dune by 
the company o ffldals. The track waa 
cleared nnd JrafBc raanmad within thraa 
hoiua. 

MET IN STANT DEATH. 

Two Workntsn FaU One Roadred and* 
SeveatyFlvs Fset to the Rnrth. 

Cleveland, Sept. 22.— IT.inv Ward 
and Louis Williams, laborers, fell from 
the top of ,1 -smokestack IT') feet hi;;h, at 
the C'loveland electric light works yes- 
terday afternoon. Williams was in- 
stantly kili.'d and Ward can not re- 
cover. 

The men were worlntiit on a scaffold- 
ing that was being taken down. They 
had .lust ascended to their work from 
their mMind:iy lunch when they tell. 
The e.xact cause of tho accident will 
probably never be known. 

A siiiiill boy who heard the unfortun- 
ate men scrt-ani when they started on 
the fearful plungo, and whose eyes were 
glued to the falling bodies as they 
bounded from section to section of the 
roughly built scaffolding, said that the 
part (jf the scaffolding on which they 
wero standing gave way. 

Williams struck the ground on his 
head, and after the body bad been re- 
moved the blood that covered the ground 
for a space of ten feet sciuare told of the 
terrible force with which he struck the 
ground. Ward fell on tho roof of a low 
building Burr<nindiii:4 the stack.

Then she sent a diupatch to James Jour- 
dan, with Forepaugh's Circus, at Sud- 
bury, Pa., asking for a loan of fifty dollars, 
saying sbe would return it Monday. This 
message the police suspect has a double 
meaning. 

Jacob Kt'ed, a fiicnd of the dcct-a.^^ed, 
said that Beed and his wife had not lived 
happily. Dr. Hitchcock, who gave a cer* 

tifieate to the cfrcct that Uccd had died 
from heart failure, said he had been atten- 
ding the agent for leTerel numths. 

Six years ago Reed was married to a 
yonng woman who was employed as a 
<!hariot rider with Forepaugh's Circus. 
The couple lived happily together until 
the agent discovered that his wife was 
very friendly with James Jourdan, one of 
the ticket takers. This led to a sepa- 
ration, but through the efforts of his sis- 
ter tliiTc was a reconciliation between 
Beed and his wife. They went to live to- 
gether again. Having saved np |1,500, 
lie deposited the money in his wife's 
name. Kecently the old trouble between 
them broke ont anew, and it waa decided 
that they were to separate forever. 

The police do not wish to take any 
hasty action in the case, fearing that the 
death certificate may prove to he correct, 
and are awating the result of the autopsy. 

Reed was a native of Maysville. He 
was a son of William Reed, who at onetime 
kept a grocery on Wall street, and was 
afterwards in the tobaciv) business at cor- 
ner of Second and Wall. The Keeds 
lived in the building now oconpied by 
'Rains &. Sous as a tohacco factory. 

Charles Ueed waa apprenticed to Dun 
Rioe,the noted showman, and afterwards 
married Rice's daughter, Miss Lilibie Rice. 
He traveled all over Europe, and j<ained 
the reputation of being the fineat eques- 
trian in the world. At one time he per- 
sonated a lady rider under the name of 
Madame Zulara. He was of handsome 
figure, had fine features, and bis make-u|) 
was so excellent that no one among the 
thousands who admired the dashing 
•qoeitrienne ever took him to be a man. 

His first wife died some years ago, leav- 
ing two or tlircc tliiMii'ii. Hooi! never 
forgot his birth-place, and any one from 
hif old home always received a warm 
welcome and the best of treatment at his 
bands. It has been over thirty years 
■inoe he wai last in ICaysviUe.

Lata Ooni and Tobacco Benaitad by 

Ihe Late Rains -What the State 
Weather Service Saj^s. 

The average temperature of the past 
week was slightly below the normal, the 
defloieneyoocnrring during the first three 
days. During the latter part, there was a 
slight excess. The amount of sunshine re- 
ceived was about the normal, cloudless 
weather generally prevailing except on 
Monday and Tuesday. On these days 
very general and heavy rains fell through- 
out the State, the greatest amount being 
reported from the counties bordering 
npon the Ohio river, and the least from 
the mountain districts in the eastern 
part of the State. It was very uniformly 
distributed, and the average amount 
for the entire State probably ex- 
ceeded two inches, which is considerably 
in excess of the noimal. This was the 
first general precipitation for weeks, and 
had the etl'ect of l^reaking the drouth 
which ha<l already proved so detrimental 
to all crops. It came too late, however, 
to fully restore the earlier ones, but will 
greatly aid late com, tobacco and pastures, 
and will render the grotfhd fit for fall 
plowing, which work has been de- 
layed by the long period of warm dry 
weather. 

In some portions of the State, the rain 
was accompanied by destructive winds, 
and the correspondent in Owsley County 
reports considerable damage from high 
winds and hail, which blew or beat down 
}lie corn in parts of that section. 

The early com crop is about made, and 
does not appear to be all that was antic- 
ipated some time sinr(>, as the 6^. 
weather hastened its maturity before it 
had fully developed. With favorable 
weather conditions, a giiod late cr.>p may 
be looked for, though in many countie.«, 
even this was so injured by the drouth 
that it cat! iiot fully recover. 

The weather has been favorable for the 
cutting of tobacco, and the work has made 
excellent progress. From repot ts re- 
ceived it would appear that about half of 
the crop has been l ut and huused. and 
that with ten more days of good weather 
the greater portion of it will be saved. 
Owing to late |)laiitiiig smuk' toba^'co \vi!! 
lie very late ripening, and will, in conse- 
quence, be ex)>osed to damage from early 
frosts. All indications point to less than 
an average crop. 

Wheat sowing has commenced, and the 
prospects an- that a very large acreage 
will be planted. 

The eflects of the drouth appear to be 
more serious in the central and eastern 
counties than in other sections of the 
State. Reports fmm the western sec- 
tions are more favorable in tone than 
those received from other portions.

Tornu, Kan., Sept. 31.— One of the 
inoet deitrnctive train wrecks ever 
known in the liistory of the AU'hison 
road took place two and one-lialf inilt's 
west of Osage City At 3:15 yi stvrd.iy 
morning. It waa the work of train 
wrecken whoee object was robbery. 
The train was the Missouri river night 
eipresR from Denver and San Francisco. 
Five lives wore lost and more than a 
score of passengers were seriou.sly in- 
jured. 

In the express car there was abont 
11,000,000 which was being shipped by 
-tht Meiican Central Railrcwd oompany 
through to its general offlcea in Boston. 
The object of the wreckers was not ac- 
complished owin^j; to the manner in 
which the exiire^s car was hiiiit"! l/v 
the coaches tlmt were piled upon it m 
general confusion.

Eastbound trains pass over this stretch 
with great speed, and the ill-fated night 
express was making fifty miles an hour 
wnen it rounded a curve fifty yards west 
of the point where the wreoken had re- 
moved the bolts from the east end of a 
rail, swinging it outward toward the 
embankment, thtu switching the train 
off the roadbed. 

Ed Mayer, of this citr, was the en- 
iriaeer in charge. Just before reaching 
the wreckers' improvlaed. switch he 
noticed that the rail had been misplaced, 
and seeing that there i>mt not time to 
■top the train, he tlirew tiie throttle 
open hoping that he might be able to 

Sup the break in aafe^ and avert the 
pending calamity. The embankment 
at this point is abont eight tuet high. 

The engine plnnged over it, following 
the course prepared by the would-be 
robbers. The train was composed of 
thirteen can in all, and all, except three 
doepera, were piled on top of the en- 
gine. Moet of them were overttimed 
•ad broken into splinters. 

Fortunately fire did not break out, 
and it was with little diiBonlty that 
openings were made in the ooacnes to 

grmit the passengera to emerge into 
e semi-darkness of the n&ht. The 
light tliat met the gaze of thoee who 
eeoaped death or injury was terrible. 

The engine had gone to the bottom of 
the hill and on top was piled the wreck- 

Se of five oars, covering it eo com-

aniens one clambored down Into the 
death pit.

Engineer Mayer hed been thrown 
fhnn nis cab some diitanoe away n?id 
had been almost oooked alive by the 
itMun from the bunted boiler flues. 
He was 'perfectly couscious. but died in 
a ibort tmie. Before his death he said 
that he saw the rail out, and told briefly 
of his effort to prevent the derailment 
of the train. 

Am soon as the newi was received.at 
the company's oflioe in this city a ralief 
train was made up and sent out with a 
number of surgeons and their assistants. 
The train returned to Topeka at 10:20 
a. m. with the wounded and dead and 
all the passeugen.
